On the 28th of July, 1887, Richard 
Jasper died in the Sisters' Hospital in 
this city leaving no will, and his pro­ 
perty, consisting of a num ber of mort­ 
gages, was placed in the hands of the 
undertakers. 
During Jasper’s lifetime 
he had frequently mentioned a brother 
and 
sister 
residing in Birmingham, 
Kngland, and had said that when he died 
lie wished all his property to go to his 
sister as he was at war with his brother. 
Recently these heirs at law have made 
an application through the courts for 
the property which Jasper left, and the 
question how much he left has become an 
important matter. According to the Court 
records the estate iu martgagea was 
valued at about $8,000, but it is believed 
that Jasper was worth some $20,000 or 
$25,000 when he died, and the idea has 
possessed the minds of his relative? and 
others interested in the case, that at 
some point in the vicinity of this city the 
bulk of his fortune lies buried. 
A search 
into Jasper’s history shows that this sup­ 
position has a reasonable foundation for 
all who ever knew Jasper say tbat he 
was miserly in the extrem e, and lived 
the ideal life of the m iser of tradition. 
So far as possible bis history and habits 
have been traced back through a period 
of several years in the hope that some 
cine might be found whereby tho money 
he had m ight be located. 
THE STORY 
Of hip movements during these years is 
as follows: 
Prior to 1874 or ’7b Jasper 
lived in Solano county, and when he left 
there for Los Angeles ho sold his land, 
160 acres, for a considerable amount, 
just how much has not been ascertained. 
People who knew him in that part of the 
country state that he was eccentric and 
never talked of his business aflairs. 
When he changed his place of residence 
he did not change his habits, for he was 
regarded by everyone as a miser, and 
some are certain that he distrusted banks 
to such an extent that he never deposit­ 
ed his money with them , preferring to 
bury it in the 9arth. 
Jt was probably in 1875 that be walked 
into 
a 
real 
estate 
agent’s 
office 
this 
city 
and 
ask.id 
him 
if 
he had any 
good 
land 
for sale. 
The agent replied that he had aud took 
him to look at the land, Bituated at the 
foot of South M ain street, about six 
miles from the heart of the city. Jasper 
purchased thirty or thirty-live acres of 
¡his tract paying $65 per acre for some, 
$50 and $45 for the rest, according to 
situation. To the agent’s surprise, after 
concluding the bargain, Jasper paid cash 
down for the land. He pulled the money 
out of his pocket carelessly and the agent 
could not say how much inore he had. 
Jasper resold this land for several limes 
the amount which he paid for it, hut he 
resided on it until 1884 or 1885. 
During 
his residence on his ranch he boarded 
with Mrs. Waldron, who lived opposite, 
and 
slept 
in 
his 
barn 
with 
his 
horses. 
Mrs. Waldron 
thought him 
the 
most 
peculiar 
man 
she 
evei saw. 
He made several trips to 
Solano county to collect payments due 
on the land he had sold there. J as per 
never left his ranch to get money, and 
one occasion Mrs. Waldron wanted 
$500. Tne bank was closed and she told 
Jasper oí her predicament. 
He told her 
not to m ind tbat, he would get the money 
for her. 
H e went over to his ranch anil 
returned in a few minutes with the 
money. 
Another neighbor thought Jas­ 
per a peculiar m ac. 
He knew that Jas­ 
per had foreclosed a mortgage on a ranch 
at Downey, and after living there for a 
while that he had returned to his Main 
street ranch. 
His impression was th at 
Jasper was worth a considerable sum of 
money, and that he always kept it 
buried. 
A Deputy Countv Clerk knew Jasper 
a t this timó, and his sister-in-law was 
about the only woman he would do any­ 
thing for. 
He had been known to hitch 
up his horse and drive her into town 
with her eggs for the m arket. Ah a 
general rule Jasper was 
AFRAID OF WOMEN, 
And he had been known to have hidden 
from them . On one occasion he crawled 
under some buuhes and was pulled out. 
Another peculiarity he possessed was to 
loek his stable door when strangers 
appeared so as to prevent an interview. 
In 1883 he loaned $2,000 to a man named 
Strump, but he did not take the money 
from a bank. 
In 1884 or ’5, as before stated, he dis­ 
posed of his ranch and came into town. 
He had sold his horses at private sale 
and obtained permission from Mr. John 
C. Bell to sleep in a little room in a shed 
in a corrall, on Los Angeles street, for 
the use of which he paid $4 per m onth. 
While living here he always did his own 
cooking, and his habits were none of the 
cleanest. 
He 
lived in this room 
about 
a 
year 
aud 
employees 
about the place noticed that he frequently 
dug about the corrall, but they never 
knew w hat he was digging for. 
In th e . fall of 1885 he took lodging at 
Mrs. Olsen’s lodging-house on San Fer­ 
nando street, and in 1886 he w ent to 
Europe. 
Shortly after his return h e ap­ 
peared to be sick, but he would eat 
nothing but w hat he had cooked himself. 
Mrs. Olsen was of the opinion th a t he 
was too stingy to allow himself a suf- 
liciency of nourishm ent, and she fre- 
a 
uently saw him eating dry bread washed 
own by a cup of water. She thought 
he was a most peculiar man. and he 
seemed to have no faith in banks as 
places of depositing money for safety. 
At one time he buried $480 in a pile of 
loose dirt th at had been thrown out of a 
hole, and showed Mr. Olsen where he 
had 
BURIED A CAN 
Containing $440. 
Mr. Olson, on filling 
the hole, found the can, and on opening 
it found th a t there was $460 in the can. 
Of this $20 was taken for rent and the 
rest 
Mr. Olsen 
returned to Jasper. 
While he was sick at Mrs. Olsen’s lodg­ 
ing house Mrs. Dr. Wilkins examined 
him and, finding that he waa in the last 
stages of consumption, advised him to 
S 
i the Sisters’ Hospital. He entered the 
ospital on Jnly 5th, 1887, and the Sis­ 


ter Superior says th at he had $400 when 
he first came there. 
He afterward took 
the money away. 
Dr. Kannon, who at­ 
tended him at the hospital, stales that 
Jasper told him that he had a brother 
and siBter in England, and had advised 
him before he died to send for a lawyer, 
bnt Jasper refused. 
Before his death Dr. 
Kannon had seen him digging with 
his 
hands 
under 
a 
certain 
tree 
opposite 
the BisteTs’ Hospital 
and 
on another occasion he 
had caught 
Jasper in the act of covering up some­ 
thing in the mud at this particular place. 
Another favorite haunt of his was under 
three large pepper trees on Beaudry ave­ 
nue, and at the corner of this and an 
unnamed street. 
He frequently staid in 
the vicinity of these trees for a day at 
a time, though he was never observed to 
be digging there. 
These facts were sufficient to w arrant 
the supposition th a t Jasper had buried 
the proceeds of the eale of his ranches, 
especially aB his habits precluded the 
idea that he had spent the money for 
living. The fact that the mortgages he 
possessed only accounted for $8000, also 
pointed to the fact that the balance of his 
money must have been hidden away, 
especially as no bank could be found 
that he had ever visited. The parties 
into whose hands the m atter was placed 
have been trying to find the money for 
some time past. The corrall has been 
dug over, the trees th at he frequented 
have lieen dug under and no place that 
he has been traced to has been missed in 
tie search. 
Bo far, the money has not 
come to light and there is a bare possi­ 
bility th at he may have placed it in 
charge of some one. 
It was known that 
quite a num ber of parties hung around 
him and some were quite familiar with 
him. This branch of the case is being 
looked into now and the result will 
shortly be known.

How a Party Trailed a Big 
Bear. 


ANOTHEK 
MISSING 
YOljTH. 


The 
Mysterious 
Disappearance of 
Gns Sehaeffer—Foul Play 
Snspected. 


On the 5th of last July a m erry party 
consisting of Messrs. R. A. Irving, Ed. 
Melius, J . Riley and Andy Campbell, 
left town for a hunting and flshiDg tour 
in the mountains. They returned laat 
week with the usual am ount of adven­ 
tures to narrate, and the following is a 
recital of the experiences of Mr. Irving 
as narrated by him to a H erald man 
last n ig h t: 
We had a two-horse team well laden 
with provisions, blankets, rifles and shot­ 
guns and at th e wheels trotted a $300 
brace of bloodhounds, the property of 
Ed. Melius. W e headed over to the 
Ternescal, where we camped for a time 
to enjoy the shooting, for there are mil­ 
lions of quails there and in addition to 
this pastime we went deer hunting and 
had the good luck to bring down two 
tine bucks at one outing. 
We then went 
over to Coldwater Caflon and found 
superb fishing. The streams are full 
of magnificent speckled trout and we 
had 
a 
royal 
time 
of 
it 
fcr 
Bome days I can tell you. There is one 
thing though th at I think ought to kw 
brought before the notice of the Fish 
Commissioners and that is the practice 
that is carried on np there of throwing 
dynamite in the water for the sake of 
killing the trout. I t is carried on openly, 
and all sportsmen will agree that it is dis­ 
graceful , for the trout is too good a fish to 
be killed off in th at way. But I want to 
tell you of our greatest experience, and 
that is 
A BEAR STORY, 
Every word of which I will vouch for as 
being the truth. After leaving Coldwater 
we crossed over into Horsethief Caflon, 
and there we saw bear tracks leading up 
the mountain side. 
We decided to trail 
him down and E d. Melius went ahead 
with the dogs, Riley took one side of the 
ravine, I the other and Campbell climbed 
up to the top of the ridge. I was creep­ 
ing cautiously along, for the brush is 
rather 
thick 
thereabouts, 
and 
suddenly 
my 
heart 
went 
into 
m y mouth, for about seventy-five yards 
ahead I saw his bearship leisurely lolling 
with his back toward me. 
Only those 
who have enjoyed the experience of 
bear-hunting can realize how I felt at 
the introduction, but I determined to 
bring him down, if possible; so I raised 
my W inchester to my shoulder and fired. 
Either my aim was not true, or else he 
moved just at the moment I shot, for the 
ball only struck him in the leg, and as 
he looked angrily round I unloaded and 
gave him a second dose. 
He winced a 
little, bnt did not seem to be badly hurt, 
and as he sprang to his feet I saw th at I 
bad an ugly customer to deal with, for 
he m ust have weighed 
about 
1,000 
pounds. 
He started toward me, and as 
he did so I involuntarily dropped my 
rifie and commenced to climb up an 
adjacent live-oak tree. 
When 1 looked 
down again the bloodhounds were just 
on their way to him , and then I saw him 
throw out one paw, and one of the doga 
fell 
back 
dead, 
completely ripped 
open. 
The other boys began to cloee 
in, and Mr. Bruin, who had doubtless 
heard that discretion was the better 
part of valor decided not to Btay and 
meet each a majority. In less than a 
minute afterward he was half way up 
the mountain side and although a regular 
volley of bullets followed him by way of 
salute he was evidently not hurt much 
for he went lumbering off a t a lively pace 
after he reached the plateau an’d was 
soon lost to sight. Beyond this little ad­ 
venture I do not think that there is any­ 
thing else in our trip worth chronicling 
unless it is th at we killed four fine deer 
one morning near the Santa M argarita. 
The trip throughout was a delightful one 
and for those who need rest and recrea­ 
tion I know no cheaper nor more pleas­ 
ant method of putting in the time than 
the inaugurating of an excursion party 
such as ours.” 


A MISSING YOUTH.

The Inquest on th e Body of G ott­ 
lieb U ro in u an . 
An inquest waB held on the body of 
Gottlieb Grossman, who died at the Po­ 
lice Station at 5 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing from the effects of the burning he 
received during the fire at his residence, 
No. 420 Buena Vista street, on Saturday 
night. 
A num ber of witnesses were examined, 
but nothing was shown as to the origin 
of the fire beyond the fact that two empty 
coal oil cans were found on the premises 
after the tire, one of which had a hole in 
it. 
H. C. O’Bannon and John Craig, 
who were on the opposite side of the 
street, G. H . Crane, who roomed next 
door, and R. W. Hamm ett, who was on 
Bellevue avenue, each testified as to 
hearing the explosion, and almost im ­ 
mediately after seeing the sides of the 
housafall out, revealing a massof flame 
within. Of these H am m ett alone saw the 
man Grossman, who was sitting o d the 
doorstep of the next house, horribiy 
burnt. Officer Jeffries testified to seeing 
the deceased come out of the burning 
house and fall down on the sidewalk in 
front. The witness was the only one 
who saw the coil-oil cans. 
Dr. J . J . Choate testified to having at­ 
tended Grossman at the station. De­ 
ceased had told Mm th at feeling tired he 
had lain down and fallen asleep. 
Upon 
waking he was enveloped in flames and 
he at once ran ont through the fire. He 
said he did not know how the fire 
started. 
H e died from the effect of the 
burns. Deceased was a German about 
46 years old and married. 
As deceased 
waa the only occupant of the house at 
the time, it' will never be known at to 
how it originated.

R. C. 0. Benjamin Has Some­ 
thing to Say.

The H erald gives place to the follow­ 
ing, although there is much in it which 
it cannot endorse; yet it is willing to let 
Mr. Benjamin pleAd his cause in his own 
way: 
E d ito r s H e r a l d - Over two m o n th s 
ago I began the publication of the Ob- 
eerier, not as an experiment, but be­ 
cause I thought the publication of a lib­ 
eral, progressive independent news­ 
paper—having for its 
object the 
enlightenment and the advancement ot 
of my people (the Negro race)—was a 
downright necessity. The Negro has the 
ballot, he should be taught how to ubo 
it. He is clothed with citizenship, he 
should know its responsibilities. An in­ 
dependent, wide-awake 
newspaper, 
which bravely tells the truth, is a thou­ 
sand times more helpful and beneficial 
to the race than the subsidized partisan 
sheet, which can see but one light, one 
party, one church and one side. The 
Negro is narrow and intolerant because 
of the one-sidedness of his training, but 
he will grow in the esteem and confi­ 
dence of the American people in propor­ 
tion as he grows in liberality and toler­ 
ance, With a view to liberalizing the 
race in matters of politics, business, 
church and 
society the 
Observer 
was established, 
and 
its 
circu­ 
lation 
has 
run 
up 
from 
few hundreds into the thousands. The 
intelligent of my race have expressed an 
admiration for the independent spirit and 
the clean and lucid matter which it con­ 
tains. The illiterate of my race and the 
office-seeking Republicans have con­ 
demned my course, the former because 
they knew no better, and the latter be­ 
cause it numbers their political days. 
My honest endeavor is to show the Negro 
that it is bad policv to trade with a man 
who holds an old debt against him. The 
Negro has worked twenty-four years to 
pay the debt of gratitude,and still I 
publican party hold a mortgage c 
When will the debt be paid ? When will 
the Negro be released from political 
bondage ? The fact of the matter is, the 
Negro is in debt to no political party for 
his emancipation. The liberation of the 
slaves was a war necessity, and the 
soldiers who took part in the war, black 
and white, Democrats and Republicans, 
are drawing pay to-day for their services. 
Then why should the poor Negro be 
asked to pay a debt which the Govern­ 
ment is already paying? This talk about 
the original purpose of the Republi­ 
can party being to abolish slavery is the 
merest bosh. When Douglass, Gerritt 
Smith, William Lloyd Garrison, Lucretia 
Mott, Wendell Phillips, Sojourner Truth, 
and a host of others were standing up 
manfully battling for negro manhood, 
there was not yet any Republican part). 
Indeed the anti-slavery issue had not 
then reached the importance of engaging 
the active support of politicians. On the 
contrary, Henry Clay and Daniel Web­ 
ster were splitting hairs in Congress to 
appease by cowardly compromises the 
rampant spirit of flavery, to prevent the 
extension, not to abolish the infamy. 
Charles Sumner was getting bis head 
crushed by Preston Brooks in the Senate 
of the United States, and John Brown 
was getting hung at Harpers Ferry, for 
protesting against the iniquity of slavery, 
and Abraham Lincoln was sparring with 
Stephen A. Douglass in Illinois without 
once placing himself squarely on record 
as in favor of the abolition of slavery. 
No, there was no Republican party 
when the army of noble men aníl 
women were beiDg rotten-egged for cre­ 
ating the issues which culminated in the 
birth of the Republican party and the 
preci pitation of the civil war. There was 
nothing in the Republican platform upon 
which Abraham Lincoln was elected 
President, which aimed at any more 
radical measure than confining slavery 
within the territory then covered by it. 
When the South opened the war by firing 
upon Fort Sumpter the Democrats of the 
North like Benjamin F. Butler rushed in 
to defend the Union, and without seem­ 
ing to do so, became members of the 
Republican party. Indeed, as many men 
went into the war for the Union who had 
been life-long Democrats, as men who 
belonged to the Republican and other 
parties. These Democrats—fully one at 
the end—came out of the war as good 
Democrats as when as they went in. 
They did as much to make possible the 
emancipation as their Republican breth­ 
ren in arms. 
The men who controlled 
the Republican party and the advocates 
of abolition were distinct from the begin­ 
ning. Had the white men been able to 
Bubdue the 8outh without the assistance 
of colored men ; had the Southern Con­ 
federacy listened to the repeated over­ 
tures or President Lincoln, it is very 
doubtful if I should be writing this arti­ 
cle to-day. The anti-Slavery men had to 
f 
>lead for every concession to freedom 
rom the politicians of the war period. 
And in these days when black men are 
being shot down in cold blood and swung 
up to the limbs of trees throughout ail 
the South by irresponsible tramps, no 
Republican Congress ever did more than 
resolve and investigate the matter. When 
terror reigned in Florida, South Caro­ 
lina,_ Louisiana and Mississippi, no Re­ 
publican President, from Grant to Ar­ 
thur, ever declared those States in rebel­ 
lion, and put such down with the strong 
arm of the Federal authority. Then came 
the cowardly treachery of 1876, when the 
Electoral Commission,composed of seven 
Democrats and eight Republicans, de­ 
clared that Hayes and Wheeler had been 
elected President and Vice-President of 
the United States by the electoral votes 
of Florida, South Carolina and Louisiana, 
but that the Republican candidates for 
Governor and Legislators had not been 
elected, and that, too, when it was 
clearly demonstrated that the vote on the 
State ticket was larger, or as great, as 
that on the electoral tickets. 
Then 
came the decision of a Supreme Court 
overwhelmingly Republican that the 
Ku-Klux law was null and void and un­ 
constitutional. We had hardly recovered 
from the shock of this tremendous and 
monstrous construction of the Constitu­ 
tion when the Supreme Court declared 
null and void and unconstitutional the 
Civil Rights bill. 
I have drawn a 
picture of the condition of mv race and 
the Republican party. I am interested 
in the present ana future prosperity of 
my people, and I shall not spare the 
Republican party when it proves re­ 
creant to its promises to the race. 
Through the columns of the Observer I 
have never given it a lashing which it 
did not deserve, and which was not forti­ 
fied 
with facts based 
upon its 
treachery to the race which no man 
could deny or explain away, and it can 


not be shown that I ever minced my 
English in denouncing Democratic op­ 
position to our rights, or in holding up 
to scorn and reprobation of mankind, the 
men who deny the Negroes his God- 
given prerogatives. 
1 have not coined 
my cheek to gain cheap favor of the poli­ 
ticians of either party. For fifteen years 
I have been battling for my people; 
when the rights of the race have been 
trampled underfoot I have not paused 
t) see who the offender was; I have 
simply resented the injury by telling the 
truth. 
I do not expect men who Dave 
grown gray in the service of this party or 
that party to go after any policy which I 
may advance; Id o not'expect them to 
see things as I see them. 
I do but 
echo the sentiment of a vast army when 
I say that the younger and more pro­ 
gressive men of the race are weary of 
laving a million and a half of votes sac­ 
rificed annually 
upon 
the 
altar 
of gratitude to give power 
and 
emolument to 
an 
army of men 
.•ho neither respect, us for 
the 
sacrifice made nor reward us for the 
valuable services rendered. We want 
value received for all we deliver, and 
what is more to the point, we are deter­ 
mined to have it. We have not deserted 
any party; the party has deserted u s; 
we have not played fast and loose with 
the politicians; they have played fast 
and loose with us. We are sick of the 
farce, and we propose to work a chi *;e, 
and we do not much care who is offend­ 
ed beia'ii e we t’exand what is our own 
and will not be satisfied with any­ 
thing short of that. There are 13,000 
colored voters 
in the 
State 
of 
California. What good have theBe votes 
ever accomplished for us ; wbat 
measure of respect have they gained us 
from our white fellow-citizens. Point me 
one colored man in California whose in­ 
fluence is worth a snap of the finger 
with either a Republican or a Demo­ 
cratic politician. The Negro is simply a 
political cypher and a voting machine. 
Fred Douglass, ex-Senator Bruce, John 
R. Lynch, and John M. Langston and 
the other high mucka-mucks who have 
been following the party of their choice 
have no more influence on the politics of 
the country or the polities of their party 
than bo many Aunt Dinahs. The million 
and a half voters have no more poten­ 
tiality than they have. Why is this true ; 
It is because the million and a 
half 
of 
voters are entirely too 
partisan; they have failed to assert their 
independence of opinion and freedom of 
thought and have “ bent the supple hinges 
of the knee that thrift might follow fawn­ 
ing.” The million and a half of Negro 
voters have habitually overlooked their 
own interests in concerning the interests 
of white politicans who profit by their 
loyalty and treat them with contempt 
after the election is over. The ultimate 
solution of the race problem will be 
reached only when the Negro divides his 
vote. This is rather an advance posi­ 
tion for me to take, and I expect severe 
criticism by statesmen who advocate 
that the Negro is a political chattel, but 
I eay to the voters of my race, 
Jet us reason together.” The car of 
time rattles along at lightning speed, and 
we cannot afford to stand still. We 
must keep up with the procession, or be 
crushed by it. We have slept already 
too long while others have been up and 
doing. We have allowed others to think 
for us and to dictate our actions entirely 
too much. That our interests have so long 
been neglected and our faith abused is 
due entirely to the fact that we have 
stood in our own shadow, committing to 
others the matters we should have looked 
after ourselves. If we have rights denied 
us that are ours, if we exercise no influ­ 
ence upon the politics of the country, if 
we find enemies in places where we 
imagined we had friends, it is all our 
fault. “ Who would be free, himself 
must strike the blow.”

THE INQUEST. 
Only two witnesses were examined, 
John Woy and John Lahev. John Woy 
testified as follows: 
I reside at the San 
Fernando tunnel and am 
watchman 
there. As I was coming through this 
morning I found the rem ains of deceased 
and on going about twenty-five yards 
further north I discovered a pool of blood 
and lying close by were deceased’s hat 
and gloves. 
I am of the opinion that he 
m ust have fallen from a special freight 
train which went north about 5 :30 o’clock 
this morning, and that passenger train 
No. 17 coming south at 7, caught the re­ 
m ains and scattered them along the 
track. 
I have seen him before and 
think he was a brakeman. 
John Lahey, a section foreman at the 
tunnel, testified: While coming through 
the tunnel this morning about a quarter 
past seven o’clock, I discovered the 
rem ains of deceased in the center of the 
track; they appeared to have been 
dragged about 100 feet south. At the 
place where he is supposed to have 
fallen his shoes were found, together 
with a bunch of keys. 
The tunnel is 
18!¿ feet high, and there are no timbers 
hanging down or loose from the top.

m an can stand erect on top of a box 
car going through the tunnel. 
Lahey fully corroborated the former 
witness in the other details. 
The jury found a verdict in accordance 
w ith the testimony.

000. 
T h is assessm en t was reduced by 
th e S tate B oard of E qualization to about 
$82,000,000. 
E v en th u s reduced, th e 
county of Los A ngeles paid into th e 
coffers of th e S tate n early tw ice as m uch 
tax es as h e r fair sh are w ould have been. 
A n o th er fiscal y e a r is upon us, and 
Mr. M ason h as again set h is valuation 
upon th e property of th e county. 
This 
official w ith a m arvelous stubbornness 
last year resisted all efforts m ade to have 
his assessm ents reduced to a n earer 
point of equity as com pared w ith the 
rolls of o th er counties in th e state.

T he changing w ind sw erved tho

W a s h in g to n , September 9 .—The fol 
lowing is the President’s letter of ac­ 
ceptance : 
W a s h in g to n , September 8, 1888. 
Hon. Patrick Collin* and other k, Committee 


G e n tle m e n 
In addressing to you my 
formal acceptance of the nomination to 
the Presidency of the United States, my 
thoughts persistently dwell upon the im ­ 
pressive relation of such action to the 
American people, whoBe confidence is 
invited, and to the political party to 
which I belong, ju st entering upon the 
contest for continued supremacy. 
The 
world does not afford a spectacle more 
sublime than is furnished when the mil 
lions of free intelligent American citi­ 
zens 
select 
the 
chief 
magistrate 
and 
bid 
one of 
their 
num ber to 
find the highest earthly honor and 
a full measure of publicity in ready sub­ 
mission to their will. It follows that the 
candidates for this high office can never 
forget, 
wlien the turmoil and strife 
which attend the election of its incum­ 
bent shall be heard no more, that there 
m ust be in the quiet calm which follows, 
a complete and solemn self-consecrating, 
by the peoples’ chosen President, of 
every faculty and endeavor to the ser­ 
vice of a confiding and generous nation 
of free men. These thoughts are inten­ 
sified by the light of my experience iu 
the Presidential office which has soberlv 
impressed me with the severo responsi­ 
bilities which it imposes, while it has 
quickened my love for American institu­ 
tions, and taught me the priceless value 
of the trust of my countrymen. 
RIGHTS THAT SHOULD BE PROTECTED. 
It is the highest importance th at those 
who adm inister our government should 
closely protect and m aintain the rights of 
American citizens at home and abroad, 
and should strive to achieve for our 
country her proper place among the 
nations of the e a rth ; but there is no 
people whose home interests are so great 
and whose numerous objects of domestic 
concern deserve so much watchfulness 
and care. Among these are the regula­ 
tions 
of 
a 
sound 
financial 
sys­ 
tem 
suited 
to 
our 
needs, 
thus 
eecuring 
an 
efficient 
agency 
of 
national wealth and general prosperity; 
the construction and equipm ent of means 
of defense to insure our national safety 
and maintain the honor beneath which 
such national safety reposes; the protec­ 
tion of our national domain, still stretch 
ing beyond the needs of the country’s 
expansion, and its preservation for the 
settler and pioneer of our marvellous 
grow th; the sensible and sincere recog­ 
nition of the value of American labor, 
looking to the scrupulous care and just 
appreciation of the interests of our 
w orkingm en; the limitation and check­ 
ing of such monopolistic tendencies and 
echemee as interfere with the advantages 
and benefits which the people may right­ 
fully claim ; the generous regard and care 
for our surviving soldiers and sailors and 
for the widows and ophans of such as 
have died, to the end that while appreci­ 
ating their services and sacrifice, the ap­ 
plication of their pension funds to im ­ 
proper cases may be prevented; protec­ 
tion against servile immigration which is 
an iüjary to industry, commerce and 
our 
laboring men in 
the 
field of 
toil, and adds to our population an ele­ 
m ent ignorant of our institutions and 
laws, impossible of assimilation with our 
people and dangerous to our peace and 
welfare ; the strict and steadfast advance 
to the principles of Civil Service Reform, 
and the thorough execution of the laws 
passed, for the citizens and people and 
soberly considering 
the 
necessity of 
measures of relief. 
THE PEOPLE AND THE GOVERNMENT. 
Our government is a creation of the 
people, established to carry out their de­ 
signs and accomplish their good. 
It was 
founded on justice and was made for a 
free, intelligent and virtuous people. 
This is only useful wiien within their 
control, and only serves them well when 
regulated and guided by their constant 
touch. This is a freo government, be­ 
cause it guarantees to every American 
citizen the unrestricted 
personal use 
and enjoyment of all the reward of hi- 
toil and of all his income, except what 
may be his fair contribution to the nec­ 
essary public expense. Therefore, it is 
not only the right, but the duty of a free 
people, to enforce this guarantee, and in ­ 
sist that such expense Bhall be strictly 
limited to the actual public needs. It 
seems perfectly clear that when a gov­ 
ernm ent, like this, instrum entally cre­ 
ated and m aintained by the people to do 
their bidding, turns upon them , and, 
through an utter perversion of its pow­ 
ers, extorts from their labor and capital, 
tribute largely in excess of public neces­ 
sities, the creature has rebelled against 
the creator, and the masters are robbed 
by their servants. 
TAXATION AND PUBLIC EXPENSES. 
The cost of the government m ust con­ 
tinue to be met by tariff duties collected 
at our custom houses upon imported 
goods, and by internal revenue taxes as­ 
sessed upon spirituous and m alt liquors, 
tobacco and oleomargarine. 
I suppose 
it is needless to explain that all these 
duties and assessments are added to the 
price of the article or articles upon which 
they are levied, and thus become a tax 
upon 
all 
those 
who 
buy 
these 
articles 
for 
use 
or 
consumption. 
I 
suppose, 
too, 
it 
is 
un­ 
derstood that the effect of this tariff 
taxation is not limited to the consumers 
of imported articles, but that the duties 
imposed upon such articles, perm it a 
corresponding increase in the price to 
be made upon domestic productions of 
the same kind, which increase is paid by 
all our people as consumers of such 
productions, and entering every Ameri 
can home, constitutes a form of tax 
as certain and inevitable as though 
the 
amount 
was 
annually 
paid 
into the hands of a tix-gatberer. 
Tin 
results are inseparable from the plan we 
have adopted for the collection of reve­ 
nue bv tariff duties. They are not m en­ 
tioned to discredit the system, but by 
way of preface to the statem ent that 
every million of dollars collected at our 
custom houses for duties upon imported 
articles, and paid into the public treas­ 
ury, represents m any millions more, 
which though never reaching the Na­ 
tional treasury, are paid by our citizens 
as the increased cost of domestic produc­ 
tions resulting from our tariff laws, 
UNJUST TAXATION. 
In these circumstances and in view of 
this necessary effect of the operation of 
our plan for raising revenue, the abso­ 
lute duty of lim iting the rate of tariff 


charges to the necessities of a frugal and 
economical adm inistration of the govern­ 
m ent, seems to he perfectly plain. 
The 
continuance, upon the pretext of m eet­ 
ing public expenditures, of such a scale 
of tariff taxation as draws from the sub­ 
stance of the people a sum largely in ex­ 
cess of public needs, is surely something 
which a government, based upon justice, 
and which founds its strength and use­ 
fulness on the faith and trust of the peo­ 
ple, ought not to be tolerated. 
While 
heavy burdeus incident to the necessities 
of the government are complainingly 
borne,lightburdensare grievous and intol­ 
erable when not justified by such neces­ 
sities. 
Unnecessary taxation is unjust 
taxation, and yet this is our condition. 
We are annually collecting at our custom 
houses, and by means of our internal 
revenue taxation, many millions in ex­ 
cess of all the legitimate public needs. 
As a consequence, there now rem ains in 
the National Treasury a surplus of more 
than $130,000,000. No better evidence 
could be furnished than that the people 
are exorbitantly taxed. The extent of 
this superfluous burden, as indicated by 
this 
surplus, 
will 
be 
better 
ap­ 
preciated when it is suggested that such 
surplus 
alone 
represents 
a 
taxa­ 
tion 
aggregating 
more than $108,000 
a county containing 
fifty 
thou­ 
sand inhabitants. 
Taxation ' has al 
ways been the feature 
of organized 
Government and hardest to reconcile 
with the people’s ideas of freedom and 
happiness. 
W hen presented indirectly, 
pothing will arouse popular discontent 
more quickly and profoundly than unjust 
and unnecessary taxation. Our farmers, 
merchants, laborers and all our citizens 
closely scan the slightest increase in 
taxes upon their land and other property 
and dem and a good reason for Buch in­ 
crease, and yet they seem to be expected 
in some quarters to regard the unneces­ 
sary volume of insiduous and indirect 
taxation, visited 
upon them by our 
present rate of tariff duties, with indiffer­ 
ence if not with favor. 
THE EVILS OF THE SURPLUS. 
The surplus revenue now remaining iu 
the Treasury, not only furnishes con­ 
clusive evidence of unjust taxation, but 
its existence constitutes a separate and 
independent menace to the prosperity of 
the people. This vast accumulation of 
idle funds represents so much money 
drawn from the circulating medium of 
the country, which is needed in the chan­ 
nels of trade and business. 
It is a great 
mistake to suppose that the consequences 
which follow the continual withdrawal 
and hoardiag by the Government of the 
currency of the people, are not of im ­ 
m ediate importance 
to the mass of 
our citizens, and only concern those 
engaged in large financial transactions. 
In the restless enterprises and activity 
*hich free and ready money among the 
people produce, is found that opportunity 
for labor and employment, and that im ­ 
petus to business and production, which 
bring in their train prosperity to our citi­ 
zens in every station and vocation. New 
ventures, new investments in business 
and manufacture, the construction of new 
and im portant works, and the enlarge­ 
ment of enterprises already established, 
depend largely upon obtaining money 
upon easy terms with fair security. 
All 
these things are stim ulated by an abun­ 
dant volume of the circulating medium ; 
even the grain of the farmer rem ains 
without a m arket unless money is forth­ 
coming for its movement and transporta­ 
tion to the seaboard. 
The first result of a scarcity of money 
among the people is the exaction of 
severe term s for its use, and this increas­ 
ing distrust and tim idity is followed by 
the refusal to loan or advance on any 
terms. 
Investors refuse all risks and de­ 
cline all securities, and in the general 
fright the money still in the hands of the 
people is persistently hoarded. 
It is 
quite apparent that when this perfectly 
natural, if 
not 
inevitable, 
stage is 
reached, the depression in all business 
and enterprise will, as a necessary cou- 
sequeuce, lessen 
the opportunity for 
work and employment, and reducé the 
salaries and wages of labor. 
Instead, 
then, of being exem pt from the influ 
ence and effect of an immense surplus 
lying idle in the National Treasury, our 
wage earners and others, who rely upon 
their labor for support, are mostly all 
directly 
concerned in the 
situation. 
Others seeing the approach of daDger 
may provide against it, but it will find 
those depending upon their daily toil for 
bread, unprepared, helpless and defend­ 
iese. 
Such a state of affairs does not 
present a case of idleness resulting from 
disputes between the laboring man and 
his employer, but it produces the abso­ 
lute and enforced stoppage of employ­ 
m ent and wages. 
AN CONDITION OF EXTREME DANGER. 
In reviewing the bad effects of this 
accumulated surplus and the scale of 
tariff rates by which it is produced, we 
m ust not overlook the tendency toward 
gross and scandalous public extrava­ 
gances which a congested treasury in­ 
duces ; nor the fact that we are main­ 
taining without excuse, in a time of pro­ 
found peace, substantially the rate of 
tariff duties imposed iu the time of war, 
when the neceseities of the Government 
justified the imposition of the weightiest 
bui dens upon the people. 
Divers plans 
have 
been 
suggested 
for 
the re­ 
turn 
of 
this 
accumulated 
surplus 
to 
the 
people 
and 
the channels 
of 
trade. 
Some 
of 
these devices 
are at variance with all rules of good 
finance, some aie delusive, some absurd 
and some betray by their reckless ex­ 
travagance the demoralizing influence of 
the great surplus of public money upon 
the judgm ent of individuals. 
While 
such efforts should be made as are con­ 
sistent with public duty and sanctioned 
by sound judgment, to avoid danger, by 
a useful disposition of the surplus now 
remaining in the Treasury, it is evident 
th at if its distribution 
were accom­ 
plished, 
accumulation 
would 
soon 
take 
its 
place 
if 
the 
con­ 
stant 
flow * of 
redundant 
in­ 
come was not checked at its source by a 
reform in our present tariff laws. 
We do 
not propose to deal with these conditions 
by merely attem pting to satisfy the peo­ 
ple of the truth of abstract theories, nor 
by alone urging their aseent to a political 
doctrine. 
We present to them the pro­ 
position that they are unjustly treated in 
the extent of the present Federal taxa­ 
tion ; that as a result of this, a condition 
of extreme danger exists, and that it is 
for them to dem and the remedy, and 
that defense and safety promised in the 
guarantees of their free government. 
THE OBJECT OF TARIFF REDUCTION. 
We believe the same means which are 
adopted to relieve the Treasury of its 
present surplus and prevent its recur­ 
rence, should cheapen to our people the 
cost of supplying their daily wants. Both 
of these objects we seek in part to gain 
by reducing the present tariff rates upon 
the necessaries of life. We fully appreci­ 
ate the im portance to the country of our 
domestic industrial enterprises. In the 
rectification of the existing wrongs, their 
maintenance and propriety should be 
carefully and in a friendly spirit con­ 
sidered ; even reliance upon such present 
revenue arrangem ents as have been 
invited 
or 
encouraged, 
should 
be 
fairly 
and 
justly 
regarded. 
Ab­ 
rupt and radical changes, which might 
endanger such enterprises and injuriously 


affect the interests of the labor depend' 
ent upon their success and continuance 
are not contemplated or* intended. 
But 
we know the cost of our domestic m anu­ 
factured products is increased and their 
price to the consumer enhanced by the 
•lutv imposed upon the raw material used 
in their manufacture. 
We know that 
this increased cost prevents the sale of 
our productions at 
foreign 
markets 
in 
competition 
with 
those 
coun­ 
tries 
which 
have 
the 
advantage 
of free raw material. We know that con­ 
fined to the home market our manufac 
luring operations are curtailed, the de­ 
mand for labor irregular and the rates of 
wages paid uncertain. We propose there­ 
fore to stimulate our domestic industrial 
enterprises by freeing from duty imported 
raw materials, which, by the employ­ 
ment of labor, are used in our home man. 
ufacturies, thus extending the markets 
for their sale and permitting an increased 
and steady production, with an allow­ 
ance of abundant profits. 


PROPER PROTECTION FOR LABOR. 
True to the undeviating course of the 
Democratic party we will not neglect the 
interests of labor and our workingmen. In 
all our efforts to remedy the existing 
evils, we will furnish no excuse for the 
loss of employment of the reduction of 
the wages of Honest toil. On the contrary 
we 
propose 
in 
the 
adjustment 
of 
our 
revenue 
laws, 
to 
con­ 
cede such encouragement and advan­ 
tage to the employers of domestic labor, 
a9 will easily compensate for any differ­ 
ence that may exist between the stand­ 
ard wages which should be paid to our 
laboring men, and the rate allowed in 
other countries. We propose, too, by ex­ 
tending the markets for our manufac­ 
turers, to promote the steady employ­ 
ment of labor, while by cheapening the 
necessaries of life we increase the pur­ 
chasing power of 
the workingman’s 
wages, and add to the comforts of his 
home. 
And before passing 
from this phase 
of the question I am constrained to 
express the opinion that while the in­ 
terests of labor should be always sedu­ 
lously regarded in any modification of 
our tariff laws, additional and more 
direct and efficient protection to theBe 
interests would be afforded by the re­ 
striction and prohibition of immigration, 
or the importation of laborers from other 
countries, who swarm upon our shores, 
having no purpose or intent of becoming 
fellow-citizeus or acquiring any perm a­ 
nent trust in our country, but who crowd 
every field of employment witli unintel­ 
ligent labor, at wages which ought not to 
satify those who make a claim to Ameri­ 
can citizenship. 
NO EXCUSES FOR TRUSTS. 
The platform adopted by the National 
Convention of our party contains the 
following declaration : “ Judged by Dem­ 
ocratic principles, the interests of the 
people are betrayed by unnessary taxa­ 
tion trusts, and combinations are per­ 
mitted and fostered, which, while un­ 
duly 
enriching the 
few that com­ 
bine, 
rob 
the 
body of 
our citi- 
by 
depriving 
them , 
as pur­ 
chasers, of the benefits of national 
competition.’’ Such combinations have 
always been condemned by the Demo­ 
cratic party. The 
declaration 
of its 
National Convention is sincerely made, 
and no member of the party will be 
found excusing the existence or belittl­ 
ing the pernicious results of those de­ 
vices to wrong the people, Under the 
various 
nam es 
they 
have 
been 
furnished by the common law for hun­ 
dreds of years, and they have lost none 
of their features because they have as­ 
sumed the name of “ trusts” instead of 
conspiracies. 
We believe that these 
trusts are the natural off-spriug of the 
market, artificially restricted ; that an in­ 
ordinately high tariff, besides furnishing 
a temptation for their existence, enlarges 
the limit within which they may operate 
against the people, aad thus increase the 
extent of their power for wrong-doing. 
With unutterable hatred of all such 
schemes we count on checking their hate­ 
ful operations among the good results 
promised by revenue reform. 
TIIE PEOPLE WILL NOT BE MISLED. 
While we cannot avoid partisan mis­ 
representation, our position upon the 
question of revenue reform should be so 
plainly stated as to adm it of no misun­ 
derstanding. 
We have entered upon no 
crusade on a free-trade platform. 
The 
reform we seek to inaugurate is founded 
upon the utmost care for the established 
industries and enterprises, a jealous re­ 
gard for the interests of American labor, 
and a sincere desire 
to deliver the 
country from the injustice and danger of 
the condition which threatens evil to all 
the people of the land. 
We are dealing 
witli no imaginary danger; its existence 
has been repeatedly confessed by all the 
political parties, anil pledges of remedy 
have been made by all. 
Y et when in 
the legislative body, where under the 
Constitution all rem edial measures ap­ 
plicable to this subject m ust originate, 
the Democratic majority were attem pting 
with extreme moderation to redeem ^ie 
pledge common to both parties, they 
were met by determ ined opposition anil 
obstruction; and the minority refusing 
to co-operate in the HouRe of Represen­ 
tatives, or propose another remedy, have 
rem itted the redemption of their party 
pledges to the doubtful power of tjie Sen­ 
ate. The people will hardly be deceived 
by their abandonment of the fields of 
legislative action, to meet in a political 
convention and flippantly declare in their 
party platform that our conservative and 
careful effort to relie ve the situation is 
destructive to the American system of 
Protection ; nor will the people be mis­ 
led hv an appeal to the prejudice con­ 
tained in the absurd allegation that we 
have the interests of Europe in view 
while they will support the interests of 
America. 
THE FREE WHISKY FALLACY. 
They propose in their platform to 
support the interests of our country by 
removing the revenue tax on tobacco, 
and from spirits used in the arts and for 
mechanical purposes. They.declare also 
that there should be such a revision of 
our tariff law as shall tend to check the 
importation of such articles as are pro­ 
duced here. 
Thus in proposing to 
increase the duties upon such articles 
to nearly or quite the prohibitory point, 
they confess themselves willing to travel 
backward in the road cf civilization and 
to deprive our people of m arkets for 
their goods, which can only be gained 
and kept a semblance at least of an in­ 
terchange of business, while they aban­ 
don our consumers to the unrestrained 
oppression of domestic trusts and com­ 
binations, which are in the same plat­ 
form perfunctorily condemned. 
They 
propose further to release entirely from 
import duty all articles of foreign pro- 
nvnAn* lllwM.iaa E*-Vlí/»Vl Pflnílñt Dft 


purpose here announced and covered by 
ibe declaration that, if after the changes 
already mentioned, there still rem ains a 
larger revenae than is requisite for the 
wants of the Government the entire 
internal taxation should be repealed 
rather than surrender any part of our 
protective tariff. Our people ask relief 
from the undue and unnecessary burden 
of taxation now renting upon them , 
th ey are offered instead, free tobacco 
and free whisky. They ask for bread 
and they are given a stone. 
DESUERATE STRAITS—CONCLUSION. 
The implication contained in this parly 
declaration, that desperate measures are 
justified or necessary to 
save 
from 
destruction or surrender what is termed 
our protective sytem, should confuse no 
one. The existence of such a system is 
entirely consistent with the regulation of 
the extent to which it should be applied, 
and the correction of its abuse. 
Of 
tourse, in a ^country as great as ours, 
with such a wonderful variety of inter­ 
ests, often leading in entirely different 
dirent directions, it is difficult, if not im­ 
possible, to settle upon a perfect tariff 
plan ; but in accomplishing the reform we 
have entered upon, the necessity of 
which is so obvious, I believe we should 
not be content with a reduction of reve­ 
nue involving the prohibition of importa­ 
tions and the removal of the internal tax 
upon whisky. 
It can be better and more 
safely done within the lines of granting 
actual relief to the people iu their means 
of living, and at the same time giving an 
im petus to our domestic enterprises and 
furthering our national welfare. 
If the misrepresentations of our pur­ 
poses and motives, are to gain credence 
and the defeat of our present effort in 
this direction, there seems to be no rea­ 
son why every endeavor in the future to 
accomplish revenue reform should not 
be likewise attacked and with a like re 
suit; and yet no thoughtful man can fail 
to see in the continuance of the present 
burdens of the people and the abstrac­ 
tion by the Government of the currency, 
the country’s inevitable distress and dis­ 
aster. 
All the danger will be averted by 
timely action. 
The difficulty of applying 
the remedy will never be less, and the 
blame should not be laid at the door of 
the Democratic party if it is applied too 
late. 
W ith a firm faith in the intelligence 
and patriotism of our countrymen, and 
relying upon the conviction that misrep­ 
resentation will not influence them , that 
prejudice will not cloud their under­ 
standing, and that menace will not in­ 
tim idate them , let us urge the people’s 
nterests and public duty for the vindica­ 
tion of our attem pt to inaugurate a 
righteous and beneficient reform.

B e rlin , September 8.— Some friction 
has been caused between Rome and Ber­ 
lin by the comments of the Italian press 
on the Em peror’s visit. These comments 
have led to a request being sent to the 
Italian Government to use its influence 
to prevent the newspapers from m isrep­ 
resenting the 
meauing of the visit. 
Prince Bismarck’s telegram to the l ’ope, 
intimating that the only object of the 
proposed visit was to make a secure alli­ 
ance between Germany and Italy, and 
thereby the addition of half a million 
men to the German arm y, and that the 
Papal question was quite outside of it, 
was the outcome of the difficulty. Pre­ 
parations for the reception are going on 
in Rome on a large scale. 
The Pope has 
ordered all the Prelates and officers of 
t he Papal household to be in readiness 
by October 19th to carry out the recep­ 
tion programme with the greatest pomp 
and solemnity. 
WILLIAM IS A RUSTLER. 
Em peror W illiam is displaying an en­ 
ergy that might have moved the adm ira­ 
tion of Frederick the Great. 
On Thurs­ 
day afternoon after a hard day’s work he 
hoarded a special train and proceeded to 
Dombrowski, arriving at 7 :30 Friday 
morning. 
After taking breakfast the 
Emperor drove ten miles and engaged in 
the review of a sham fight. The review 
ended at 9 o’clock, after which the Em­ 
peror drove back to Dombrowski and re­ 
turned to Potsdam , arriving at 4 o’clock 
Friday afternoon. 
The Emperor will 
proceed to Bremerhaven on Monday and 
thence to W ilhelmbaven, where the mil­ 
itary m aneuvers will be concluded. The 
maneuvers will last from tho 13th to the 
18th, during which tim e the Emperor 
will live under canvas and inure to cam­ 
paigning. 
GERMAN PRESS ON THE FISHERIES.

MANUFACTURING POSSIBILITIES. 


W h a t M r . H e n r y C h i ll e n o f B o s t o n 
T h in k * . 
Mr. H enry Chilton, of Boston, M ass., 
is visiting this part of the State, and has 
been looking about with a view of ascer­ 
taining its adaptability as a location for 
a tool factory. In conversation with a 
H e r a l d reporter yesterday he said that 
so far as he was able to observe there 
was no reason why Los Angeles county 
should not take precedence in manufac­ 
tures as well as in genial air for resi­ 
dences. Said h e : “ I have been looking 
over the ground pretty thoroughly for 
I expect 
I 
shall 
induce 
my 
as­ 
sociates 
to 
start 
a 
tool factory 
here, and there 
are several things 
which m ust be considered if we attem pt 
the venture. 
Fuel is one consideration 
and material is another. I see no reason 
why fuel could not be furnished here as 
cheaply as it is in the East. Coal oil and 
its products are greatly used there and so 
is natural gas. 
Los Angeles is in the vi­ 
cinity of a great coal-oil producing region, 
and with properly constructed systems 
of pipe lines, the coal oil could be carried 
to any place very cheaply. 
I also think 
th at you have good reasons to suppose 
th at natural gas can be produced in suf­ 
ficient quantity to make a well pay large­ 
ly. 
I visited a spot over the Second 
street hills the other day, and I saw a 
place where the natural gas comes to the 
surface 
in 
sufficient 
quantity 
to produce a flame when confined to a 
stovepipe. 
If th at spot is bored properly 
there is no doubt but gas will be obtained 
in large quantities. 
I have been in­ 
formed th at gas wells have been tried to 
th e south of the city but I have not 
viBited them , so I judge th at this region 
is well provided with fuel, which, with 
a judicious outlay can be produced as 
cheap as anywhere on the continent. 
In the course of my travels over the 
country I have Been what I thought was 
a good indication of coal. 
I understand 
th at efforts have been made to find a 
coal bed, but I am satisfied th at no 
thorough effort has 
been 
made 
to 
find it. 
I have seen fissure veins of 
coal in many places in the hill, and 
under these are beds of slate, which no one 
has as yet bored. It íb well known that 
coal in quantity always occurs under a 
bed of slate, and I think if these beds of 
slate were bored the coal wonld be 
found. 
I have been told that the 
country was too much broken np fcr the 
coal to be present in a very large bed, 
b at it seems to me that more than 
enough could be mined from one place 
to make it pay largely.” 
"A nother question which enters into 
consideration here is the question of 
labor and its price. I have investigated 
th is question 
&Ibo, and 
have 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
th a t 
it 
can 
be settled easily. 
The manufacturers 
who 
come 
to 
this 
coast 
will 
dc an extraordinarily large business if 
they supply the Coast alone, and they 
ca n afford to pay the money to labor that 
is now paid oat for freight. This am ount 
will bring the price of labor up to ite 
average here and workmen will be betteT 
off here a thousand times than they are 
in the east. I have seen workmen there 
s p e n d the last cent of their incomes for 
fnel, a n d fnel there in winter is the prin­ 
cipal part of th e expense in keeping np a 
h o u se h o ld . 
In Los Angeles this expense 
w ill b t saved and this saving will amount

15th contains the following concerning 
the gentleman who has taken a contract 
to deliver the Irish* vote to Harrison for 
the purpose of elevating Jam es G. Blaine 
to the position of Secretary of State: 
Patrick Ford was here, there and 
everywhere during the week, running 
around excitedly, pausing now and then 
to make sure that the Irish vote didn’t 
jump out of his pocket and escape, until 
he got into the presence of "the greatest 
living American”—Pat Ford excepted. 
"Y ou 
are 
welcome 
home,” said 
Pat Ford to Blaine. The man from Maine 
has a good memory, and remembered 
that not many years ago this same Mr. 
bord in his paper, the Irish World, called 
him "a demagogue” when he presided at 
an Irish-Amencan banquet. 
Patrick 
Ford then said : "M r. Blaine is reported 
as having Presidential aspirations. As 
Blaine 
is 
a 
thorough 
demagogue, 
he thinks, perhaps, that 
he 
may 
succeed 
in 
winning 
the 
Irish- 
Arnerican votes by figuring as one of the 
orators at a St. Patrick’s night banquet. 
"H e forgets that his presence at such a 
meeting, after what he has done, is an 
insult to every intelligent Irishm an 
present.” 
Blaine must have thought Ford an ar­ 
rant hypocrite when he called to mind 
what that gentleman said of him on an­ 
other occasion. Said Ford in his Irish 
World: 
"Does James G. Blaine for a moment 
suppose that American citizens, with 
Irish blood in their veins, will ever for­ 
get that when he was Secretary of State 
he allowed American citizens residing in 
Ireland to be arrested and imprisoned on 
mere suspicion, without his calling the 
British Government to account for this 
violation of international law, os he was 
in duty bound to do?” 
But Ford himself seems to forget it al­ 
though he never thought he would when 
he denounced Blaine for leaving the 
Irish-Americac citizens at the mercy of 
the British Government. 
On that occa­ 
sion the Irish World, which is to-day 
turning to its vomit like a dog, said: 
"Y ou, Mr. Blaine, immediately on 
entering upon the office 
of

State, trumpeted

political lungs, that henceforth the badge 
of American citizenship would be a pride 
and a safeguard to a man over the wide 
world. These expectations you have not 
realized. 
I cannot understand your con­ 
duct. It is explainable only by ignor­ 
ance of the law or treason to duty. 
As a 
substitute for your discharge of duty, 
however, you tell us that you would 
cheerfully counsel the President(Garfield) 
to appeal ‘to the friendly benevolence of 
the British Government in behalf of Mr. 
Boyton.’ This is very kind in you in­ 
deed! 
But you mistake, Mr. Blaine. 
This is not an Irish relief measure. The 
man who asks you to do him justice— 
who 
asks you 
to 
do 
your 
sim ­ 
ple duty in the matter, is not a beg­ 
gar at your door. 
He scorns you and 
your appeal. 
When he read your insult­ 
ing proposals in the British press his in­ 
dignant soul flashed this over the ocean 
to President Garfield: " I hope you will 
never submit the honor of the Republic, 
which I fought to maintain, to the degra­ 
dation of an appeal to the benevolence of 
the cowardly British Government, which 
is incapable of extending to my country­ 
men the commonest juBlice. 
Whatever 
humiliation the country is subjected to is 
due, not to such noble hearts, but to the 
administration of which you are Chief 
Minister and adviser, and which, ignor­ 
ing the traditions of better days, meanly 
and treacherously abandons citizens to 
whom it is bound by every principle of 
honor and law to extend protection.” 
It is notoriously true that Patrick Ford 
has not the general good will of Irish­ 
men. 
He belongs to the rationalist body 
in New York, and has never been identi­ 
fied with any Irish movement that had 
not the success of the Irish World in 
view. 
He has not the confidence of 
American workingmeD, and the so-called 
labor demonstration in New York City 
was a meeting of the Ford family, noth­ 
ing 
more, 
and no representative of 
organized labor was on the platform. 
Labor men who were invited iguored the 
invitation 
and 
stayed 
away. 
The 
reviewing 
stand 
was 
filled 
with 
Irish World employees and with the 
Fords. 
When an acquaintance of one of 
the latter called out, “ Heli, there, Ford!” 
about one-quarter of the crowd turned 
around and said in unison, “ Who called 
m e?” In the throng that gathered in 
front of the platform there was not a sin­ 
gle banner of a trade’s organization. Not 
even a delegation from a union appeared, 
nor even a “ strikers” labor organization 
appeared upon the scene. Instead, there 
was the same old-fashioned Republican 
crowd, who always cheer the bloody shirt 
and the protectionist chestnut around 
election 
times. This 
gathering 
was 
swollen by the crowds of pedestrians who 
usually frequent the thoroughfares near 
the square at that hour of night, and who 
were, no doubt, attracted by the novelty 
of the scene.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lining the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
the oxygenation ol th e blood, and In m any 
cases, particularly after it passes in to the 
chronic stage, th e substance of th e lungs be­ 
comes seriously involved, giving rise to w h at 
is very properly called B ronchial Consum ption. 
In the acute form there is a sense of tightness 
or pressure across th e chest, w ith considerable 
wLeczing, severe cough and expectoration. 
This is at first a w hite glairy m ucus, w hich 
after a tim e becomes p urulent. The patien t in 
some cases is obliged to tit up in bed, th e op­ 
pression across the chest is so great, and th e 
skin is clam m y and prostration rapidly sets in, 
and in fatal cases there w ill be m u tterin g de­ 
lirium , com a and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic B ronchitis 1b also an inflam m ation of 
th e mucouB m em brane of bronchial tubeB. B ut 
thiB form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settles ou th e lungs th e disease eith er 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If it. ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold In th e 
cheBt, and still the patien t does nor feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feelB tired and languid, and is in ­ 
capable of taking his usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, w ith 
m ore or less warm th in th e palm s of his hands. 
Soon after this -i congh uppears. accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick m ucus, followed 
by a hcctlc flush, loss of fleBh and strength, and 
night sweats continue, when the patient as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
rase of consum ption. B ut this is sim ply catarrh.- 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In th e latter stages of th e disease the m ucous 
m -m brnne of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tubes an d air cells of the 
lungs the m ncous m em brane becomes con­ 
gested aud iufiam ed. There arc no cavities or 
tubercles in th e lungs, kut m erely a w asting 
away of th e larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubes and air cells of the lungs. The p a t'e n t 
dies from exhaustion and sutlocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates iu the passage leading to th e lu ngs, 
w hich in some cases is sticky an d sm all id 
qu an tity , but m ore com m only copious of a 
light straw or yellow ish green. 
O ftentim es 
streaks of blocd m ake th eir appearance in th e 
m uens, and at tim es th ere is a disagreeable 
sm ell. Persons thus afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es the m ucus becom es 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only the 
case th at th e patient dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(Fiom humere, to be m oist) is so called from th e 
profuse q u antity of w atery Becretious w hich 
comes from th e a ir passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becom es ropy like th e w hite of an egg. 
This form of disease usually attacks old people.
